The case is different on the 
main line of the C. P. R. from Moose 
Jaw east, and there the elevator men 
have been having everything their own 
Tye abnse became so great that 
at the seSsion of parliament before last 
J. M. Douglas, M. P. for Eastern 
Assiniboia, introduced a bill to compel 
the railways to accept grain from any 
person. His bill was ‘opposed by the 
the C. P. R,, and was finally jockeyed 
out of place so that it did not come to 
a vote in the house.

However, as a 
result of the public attention which had 
eenb called to the existing abuse the 
railway company last season allowed 
farmers to ship from their wagons 
direct on cars, without respect to the 
existence of an elevator there. This 
was not sufficient. The privilege of 
shipping from flat warehouses was felt 
to be necessary to break the monopoly, 
At last session Mr. Douglas introduc- 
ed another bill of similar purport to 
that of the previous session. This 
was thrown out by a select committece 
in accordance with the combined de- 
mands of the elevator men, millers, 
and bankers of Manitoba and of the 
C.P.R. Very strong feeling was 
aroused by this action, to allay which 
to some extent the present commission 
was appointed.

TERRITORIAL TAXATION. 

In a recent article the Regina 
Leader, which is largely in the con- 
fidence of the Territorial government, 
drew attention to the need of increas- 
ed revenues for the Territories if aid 
to schools and public works is to be 
kept up on anything.like the present 
scale. itsays. 

‘We have heard it whispered that 
the government is face to face with 
almost the entire abolition of public 
works expenditure or cutting the 
school grants in two. Perhaps the 
position is not quite so bad as this, but 
however bad it is, it is evident that 
the Dominion government will do 
nothing to relieve the situation. A 
carefully prepared and convincing 
statement of the public necessities was 
sent to Ottawa last winter and laid 
before the house at the spring session. 
Though the request was made for an 
additional grant of some $200,000, 
not a single cont was given. Were it 
a time of stringency this neglect conld 
be better understood, but at this 
‘growing time,” when the public needs 
as a whole were met with the generous 
,and justified by an enlarging national 
revenue, it is really dificult to find a 
reason for the failure to recognise the 
serious needs of Jocal government in 
the Territories. The Dominion gov- 
ernment is filling these Territories ‘and 
} every newcomer is an added burden to 
our limited means; and yet nothing 
is done to help us to maintain our 
public institutions uader this added 
| strain brought about by «ircumstan- 
lees over which we are not allowed 
to exercise any control. 

“The position is a serious one. 
Owing to the Dominion exemptions 
from taxation and Dominion control 
of our property, it is impossible for the 
Territorial government to}ntroduce any 
equitable system of taxation to meet 
the burden of public necessities. The 
grents made out of the federal trea- 
sury are in no way calculated to meet 
these necessities. The funds available 
are net ample to carry on tke public 
services as they should be carried on, 
hence temporary expedients have to 
be resorted to to tide over the situa- 
tion. The Territorial government has 
a knotty problem before it, but it is 
satisfactory to nct3 that public ex- 
pressions as far as they go are 
sympathetic and we have ne Goubt 
that public feeling will unanimously 
support any demands reasonably made 
and calculated to improve the present 
unsupportable conditions. All of 
which brings us to the question: 
Have we not reacked the point that 


our local rulers have been publicly |. 


anticipating for the past three years ! 
Are we not at the jumping-off place? 


Without presuming to understand 
the concluding sentences of the fore- 
going, the BuLLETIN may yet be 
pardoned for reproducing the state- 
ments of fact contained.

TEE YACHT RACE. 


The international yacht race fer the 
America cup which has aroused such 
world wide interest dates from 1854. 
In that year the Roval Yacht squadron 
of Cowes, Isle of Wight, offered for 
competition open to the world the 
“One Hundred Guinea Cup.” Fifteen 
yachts competed and the cup was won 
by the yacht America, owned in New 
York. The winners presented the cup 
tothe Naw York yacht club, under 
condition that any yacht club in the 
world couldclaim the right to sail a 
contest for its possession. Since then 
Shere have been nine contests, in all of 
which the American yeclits were vic- 
toricus. The-contests were as follows: 
In 1871 the Sappho defeated the Li- 
vonia ; in 1876 the Madeieine defeated 
the Countess of Dufferin; in 1881 the 
Mischief defeated the Atalanta; in 
1885 the Puritan defeated the Genesta; 
in 1886 the Mayfiower defeated the 
Galatea ; in 1887 the Volunteer defeat- 
ed the Thistle ; in 1893 the Vigilant 
defeated the Valkyrie, in i895 the 
Defender defeated the Valkyrie IIL.

MURDER AT LACOMBE. 

On Monday, 15:h inst. an inquiry 
was held in Red Deer in which Mrs, 
Nelson Hagle was trying to incriminate 
one of her neighbors from Ponoka. 
In the course of her evidence she 
acknowledged that her brother, Alva 
Quigley, was the means of her hus- 
band’s death. The murder was com- 
mitted in the summer of 98 on Wolf 
creek, about 1} miles north-west from 
the old Norris place, and in her 
presence. _ She was then arrested by 
StaifSergt. Evans as an accomplice to 
her husband’s murder. On Tuesday 
afternoon the Serg’t visited the spot of 
the muxter and found the remains as 
she had described. Dr. E. M. Sharpe, 
of Lacombe, made a post mortem ex- 
amination and found the left side of 
the skull smashed and the mark of a 
blew as from the sharp edge of a nail 
hammer on top of head on right side. 
As Dr. Sherpe is a witness, a coroner's 
inquest will be held to-day in Lacombe 
by Dr. Denovan of Red Deer. The 
remains were identified by Mrs. Hagle. 

Much credit is due Sergt. Evans for 
working up this case, as he has been 
quite suspicious of the guilty parties 
for the past year and has collected 
much evidence that has borne on the 
case and helped to bring out the con- 
fession. Quigley has been absent for 
some months and his whereabouts is 
unknown.

His brother, the 
husband of the woman, was absent on 
ahunt at the time. The murderer 
was a medicine man. No reason was 
assigned for the murder, but it is sup- 
posed to have had some connection 
with the supposed office of the 
magician. The murderer was arrested 
by Sergt. Trotter in May and brought 
to. Resolution. During the Sergt’s 
absence the prisoner escaped and re- 
turned home across Great Slave lake. 
Sergt. Trotter followed, re-arrested him 
and finally landed him in Fort Sas- 
katchewan, a thousand miles up stream 
from the scene of his crime. 


The. jury on the case were: J. Pea- 
cock, foreman; A. D. Osborne, Wm. 
McKay, H. B. McKenzie, H. B. 
Spratt and J. L. Porte. 

Evidence as to the facts was given 
by two Indian witnesses, through an 
interpreter, Anderson, from Great Slave 
lake. The prisoner admitted his guilt. 
The jury returned a verdict of guilty 
after a short absence.

THE TKANSVAAL WAR.

The war news in 
papers of Saiurday, 
Edmon‘on, on Monday evening is 
voluminous, but contradicting and 
generally unsatisfactory. It would 
appear, however, that on the 11th, the 
day fixed in the Boer ultimatum the 
Transvaal and Orange Free State 
forces crossed the frontier at a num- 
ber of points. From ‘the eastern side 
of the Transvaal and Free State to 
attack Ladysmith, the centre of the 
British advance force in Natal. From 
the Free State : westerly to attack 
Kimberly in Cape Colony. froin the 
Transvaal towards Mafeking, in Be 
chuanaland, and probably at points 
further north towards ulawayo and 
Salisbury Rhodesia . Communication 
by telegraph beyond Mafeking was cut 
There are indefinite reports of fight 
ing at Kimberyl and Mafeking, but 
nothing definite. There is a report 
that a British armored train on the 
Rhodesian railway between Kimber 
ly and Mafeking had been dynamited 
and 15 British soldiers kiiled. Cevil 
Rhodes was nearly captured by the 
Boers on his ‘way to Kimberly, having 
to pass through Boer territory after 
the hour fixed for the opening of ‘hos- 
tilities, They searched the train for 
him, but he was concealed. 
rs

Reitz, secretary of statein the Transvaal 
government has sent his family to Natal, 
and thefamily of President Steyn of the 
Orange Free state have gone to Cape Colony 
for safety during the prospective war. 


At the annual meeting of the Winnipeg 
liberal association held on Oct. 9th, T. G.

Chisholm, vice-presidents; J.A. McKercher, 
secretary, and H. Cameron, treasurer.
